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City Council - Its Record 
For the Last Two Years 

A city council election will be held on Tuesday, September 16, For 
the convenience of the voters, a summary of the major activities of the 
present council during its two-year tenure in office is presented. The 
following counoilmen have served since the election of September 1967: 
Eldgar L. Smith, Mayor; Francis White; William Hoff; Richard Pilslri; 
Gerald Gough (resigned February 1969); and Leo Gerton (appointed 
March 1969). 

A characteristic of the present council has been the unanimity of 
opinion registered on major issues. A review of the record reveals few 
instances where council action was taken by a split vote. 

Zoning and Planning 

On this issue especially council was of one mind. It steadfastly re¬ 
sisted zoning and development changes that were at odds with the major 
goal of preserving Greenbelt as a planned low-density residential com¬ 
munity. Its efforts were not always capped with success, but it presented 
a unified front. 

The high point came with the March 1969 adoption by the Maryland 
National Capital Park and Planning Commission of a revised Master 
Plan for the Greenbelt area that was substantially in agreement with 
the desires and recommendations of the city council and the city’s Ad¬ 
visory Planning Board. The city had worked for more than two years 
m securing such features as single-family residential development of 
parcel 1 (north of Northway rd. along the Baltimore-Washington Park¬ 
way) and parcel 15 (south of Greenbelt Lake along the Beltway): desig¬ 
nation of a perimeter road to join together the parts of Greenbelt which 
are separated by the Beltway and Parkway; and designation of such 
tracts as parcels 7 and 8 at the Crescent road entrance to the city near 
Boxwood Village for parkland. 

The revised Master Plan, however, came too late to avoid the reverses 
the city suffered in the courts. In October 1967, the Maryland Court of 
Appeals upheld the county commissioner’s zoning of the 57-acre tract 
known as the Golden Triangle on the north side of Greenbelt Rd. between 
Capital Beltway and Kenilworth Ave. for a regional shopping center. 

In December 1967, the Court of Appeals also upheld the construction 
° f an eight-story high-rise apartment on the Charlestowne tract near 
Greenbelt Lake. The city had contended that this construction was in 
violation of a covenant signed by developer Charles Bresler and his wife 
at the time he secured R-18 (apartment) zoning in 1962. The covenant 
required that density be limited to 7 living units per acre and that con¬ 
struction conform with R-30 zoning, which prohibits high-rise apartments 
The Court ruled that the covenant was legal and valid, but held that the 
JiQf hied a timely suit in seeking its enforcement. 

The city was more successful in its suit seeking conveyance of 3.3 
f er *: snear the ba Y °/ the lake * or ci ty parkland. The dedication of this 
land had been promised by Bresler in exchange for city support of his 
rezoning petition in 1962. Led by Emmett H. Nanna, Jr., who had been 
appointed city solicitor shortly after the present council took office, the 
city secured a circuit court ruling in December 1968 which ordered Bresler 
to convey the 3.3 acres to the city . 

Another suit arising out of the Charlestowne covenants was settled 
w ^, en cit y agreed to drop its action to enjoin construction 
of 21 additional apartment units on the Charlestowne tract in exchange 
for a permanent injunction against any further construction on the tract. 
TTie city s case had not be helped any by the numerous postponements 
of court hearings which permitted the unhampered construction uf th^ 
apartments. 


Zoning Petitions

Springhill Lake owners to rezone 22.8 acres north of the Beltway and wes 
of Kenilworth Ave, for commercial office buildings. It also agreed t 
plans for a motel-convention center on an additional 7.7 acres, but onl 
*** e <3evel °P ers 'Edward Perkins and Harold Kramer) guarantee! 
that the property would be developed as promised. 

The council during the two-year period also disapproved of plan 
1) for commercial development of part of the Jaegar tract which jut 
into the Greenbelt Regional Park; (2) for a Jaeger tract land swap whicl 
would put a commercial center at the comer of Greenbelt Rd. and Kenil 
worth Ave; (3) for commercial development of parcel 8 near Boxwooi 
Village; and (4) For rezoning of Lakeside North apartment tract fron 
K-30 to R-18 to permit construction of 125 townhouses. 

Finally, in January 1969, the council registered disapproval of a spe 
cial exception for a commercial nursing home on the 3-acre Lutherai 
Church site on Ridge rd. A committee was established by council t< 
explore ways of using the property in a manner compatible with th< 
surrounding area, but otherwise council has taken little initiative h 
resolving the issue. 


Perimeter Road 

Council was successful in working out arrangements with Prince 
Georges Board of Education to reroute the perimeter road through school 
board property (between GHI property and Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway) in a manner satisfactory to GHI and the city. However, still 
to be surmounted is the problem of securing State and county help in 
implementing the financing and construction of the perimeter road part 
of which must be completed by the time the new senior high school is 
opened (expected in 1971), if the streets of the north end of town are to 
avoid severe congestion. 

Budget and Taxes 

Reflecting population, wage, and price increases, council adopted 
annual budgets ($815,100 in 1968-69 and $985,300 in 1969-70) that were 17 
and 21 percent higher, respectively, than the preceding vear’s budget. 
However, in both years, council was able to lower the real estate tax 
rate from $0.87 to $0.85 last year and to $0.80 this year. This was 
accomplished mainly through increased State aid, an increase in the 
assessable tax base, and the use of surplus funds. A hike in waste 
collection and swimming pool fees also went into effect during this 
period. 

The only controversy stirred up within council on the 1968-69 budget 
concerned the establishment of a special assessment district to finance 
Greenbelt Shopping Center mall improvements. Councilman Hoff object¬ 
ed to the plan which called for the city to finance half the cost and the 
property owners in the Center the other half. He felt that the mer¬ 
chants could not afford to pay such a large share. 

Two salary increases of 5% and 10%, respectively, were voted city 
employees during the two years. Councilman Gerton held out for a 
larger increase than 10 percent for 1969-70. 


Capital Improvements 

The council sponsored and secured the approval of the electorate at 
a special election in November 1968 of a $950,000 bond issue. The bonds 
will be used to finance a Youth Center addition, Springhill Lake recrea¬ 
tion building, acquisition of parcels 7 and 8 and other parkland, con¬ 
struction of new tennis courts and development of other park facilities,

Supreme Court Asked 
To Review Libel Case 

The Greenbelt News Review’ has 
filed a writ of certiorari with the 
U. S. Supreme Court, asking for a 
review of the $17,500 libel judgment 
upheld by the Maryland Court of 
Appeals last May. The judgment 
against the weekly newspaper was 
awarded local developer Charles S. 
Bresler in a January 1968 Prince 
Georges Circuit Court jury verdict. 

The suit was originally filed in 
July 1966 by Bresler, whose princi¬ 
pal charge was that the News 
Review published material that 
had the purpose of imputing to 
him, falsely and maliciously, "the 
commission of the crime black¬ 
mail." This was a reference to 
articles appearing in October 1965 
which quoted Greenbelt citizens at 
a city council meeting as char¬ 
acterizing as "blackmail" a pro¬ 
posal of Bresler and associates that 
sought city support for rezoning 
one tract of land at higher density 
in exchange for making available 
at an acceptable price another 
property for a senior high school 
site. 


Bogumill Candidate 
For City Counsil 

On August 5, John P. Bogumill, 
Olivewood Ct., filed with city clerk 
Nita Sacra as a candidate for city 
council. 

Bogumill is President of the 
Lakeside Citizens Association and 
presently works as a professional 
economist with the U.S. Govern¬ 
ment. After coming to Greenbelt 
several years ago, Bogumill im¬ 
mediately became active in the 
Lakeside Citizens Association. 
Since becoming president of the 
Association he has attended every 
regular meeting of the City Coun¬ 
cil. Bogumill has also been active 
for some time in the CANA Club 
and Project Commitment at St. 
Hugh’s Parish. His wife, Avis, re¬ 
cently served as Financial Chair¬ 
man on the Board of Directors of 
the Greenbelt Co-operative Nur¬ 
sery School. The Bogumills have 
three small boys aged six years, 
four years, and six months. 

Bogumill was born and grew up 
in a small town in Northern Wis¬ 
consin. He served in the U.S. Air 
Force from 1951 to 1955, during 
which time he earned the Korean 
Service Medal with battle stars. He 
worked his way through college at 
the University of Wisconsin and at 
UCLA, While at college Bogumill 
was a member of the Board of Di¬ 
rectors of the student-owned Uni¬ 
versity Co-operative Housing As¬ 
sociation. This is an organization 
founded on the same principles and 
functioning much like G.H.I. 

John Bogumill came to the 
Washington area in 1962 .He had 
been active in civic groups in 
Bowie, Md., before being assigned 
overseas. Just prior to coming to 
Greenbelt, Bogumill served as For¬ 
eign Agricultural Affairs Officer at 
the U. S. Embassy in Kinshasa, 
Congo. He is a member of the 
American Economic Association 
and a former member of the 
American Farm Economics As¬ 
sociation. 


Citizens Group Asks Council 
For Gun Control Referendum

The issue of firearms control again came to the fore at last 
Monday’s city council meeting when a group of Greenbelt residents 
petitioned council to hold a referendum on the subject, in connec¬ 
tion with the city council election on September 16. Council 
delayed its decision until this Monday's special meeting. 


In a proposal submitted by The¬ 
odore Reiss, 6204 Breeze wood Drive, 
the voters of Greenbelt would be 
asked to vote "Yes" or "No" on a 
referendum which would have the 
affect of asking appropriate State 
and county officials to vigorously 
enforce existing legislation for the 
registration of firearms and regu¬ 
lation of their use, and to support 
new legislation to extend and 
strengthen the existing laws. 

Several members of the audience 
supported the referendum as a 
means of assessing the true think¬ 
ing of the public on firearms legis¬ 
lation. Howard Laster observed 
that every group interested in this 
subject claims that they repre¬ 
sent the majority opinion. A ref¬ 
erendum he said, would help to 
settle this conflict and "I for one 
will know whether I am represen¬ 
ting the majority or the minority." 

Charles McDonald said that since 
effective firearms legislation must 
go beyond municipal boundaries, 
it would be appropriate for the 
citizens of Greenbelt to call on 
State and county authorities to 
take the lead. A1 Herling, Joel Katz, 
and others argued that a referen-. 
dum would be in keeping with the 
Greenbelt tradition of seeking 
grass roots attitudes. 

Only one person - Ed Thornhill 
- opposed the idea of a referendum, 
citing it as a waste of time since 
national, State, and county offic¬ 
ials have already hashed and re¬ 
hashed the matter. Herling thought 
it was never a waste of time to 
get the public’s views. Such views 
he added, when properly expres¬ 
sed often help to re-ignite interest 
in subjects that have previously 
been passed over by legislative 
bodies. 

Mayor Edgar Smith said that 
before he took any action he would 
like to have the city solicitor re¬ 
view the language in the proposed 
referendum. Those supporting the 
referendum indicated that they 
would have no objection to chang¬ 
es in language as long as the intent 


was kept 

School Construction Plans 

Except for some confusing dis¬ 
cussion on the status of school 
construction plans, little else on 
the agenda stirred audience par¬ 
ticipation. 

Hugh Jascourt raised a question 
whether the city had been properly 
consulted with respect to the coun¬ 
ty school board’s architectural 
plans for the senior high school 
on parcel 2 — the land between 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. property 
and Baltimore-Washington Park¬ 
way. His concern, as chairman of 
the city"s Parks and Recreation 
Advisory Board (PRAB) was the 
extent to which the community 
would have access to school recre¬ 
ational and other facilities in non¬ 
school hours. 

He noted that on the suggestion 
of PRAB, Mayor Smith wrote a 
letter on April 4, 1969, to school 
superintendent William Schmidt 
asking that consideration be given 
to making the athletic fields and 
other recreational facilities acces¬ 
sible to the community in non¬ 
school hours. Schmidt, in a letter 
dated April 15, 1969, replied that 
he was referring the matter to 
Dennis Madden, school architect, 
with a stipulation that the city’s 
views be considered. 

According to Jascourt, he was 
informed this week by the school 
board that architectural plans have 
now been approved. He asked 
whether the city had been given 
ample opportunity to express its 
views. 

There was some question, how¬ 
ever, as to just which plans the 
school board had approved. Smith, 
therefore, asked city manager 
James Giese to get a report on the 
status of the architectural plans 
and to express to the school board 
once again the city’s interest in the 
project. 

Access Routes 

On a related matter, the council 
passed a motion recommending to

Maryland National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission that the 
preliminary subdivision site plan 
for the three-school complex on 
parcel 2 be revised so as to include 
two access routes instead of one. 
At present, Northway Rd. is the 
only access route to the property 
(except for an eventual perimeter 
road). This was the recommenda¬ 
tion of the GHI board, which sug¬ 
gested that either Hamilton Place 
or an easement running through 
GHI property to Eastway be made 
a second access route. 

The GHI board also recommend¬ 
ed that an easement or dedicated 
right-of-way connecting the north¬ 
east corner of the GHI mainten¬ 
ance property to the perimeter 
road be provided and that the city 
consider the acquisition of school 
board property at the end of Ham¬ 
ilton Place lying west of the peri¬ 
meter road. 

Other Matters 

Council unanimously rejected a 
request by Springhill Lake owners 
to waive sidewalk construction re¬ 
quirements in relation to the con¬ 
struction of a road from Springhill 
Drive into their industrial tract of 
land. The waiver was requested 
because the road alignment would 
need to be changed at the time the 
perimeter road is constructed. 

Giese pointed out that with the 
development of the industrial tract, 
employment may be provided for 
Springhill Lake residents, some of 
whom may wish to walk to work. 
He suggested that a sidewalk on at 
least one side of Cherrywood exten¬ 
sion be required.

Smith appointed Belva Weisel and 
Deanne Pelton as election judges 
for the Center School and Spring¬ 
hill Lake precincts, respectively, 
with a third judge yet to be named 
for North End. 

Upon the recommendation of the 
city manager, council approved a 
new leave policy for city employees 
injured on the job. Workers will 
continue to receive from the city 
their full salary for as long as 30 
days, less the amount of workmen’s 
compensation payments received by 


the employee (currently, $55 a 
week). Previously, employees had 
to use either their sick or annual 
leave for time off the job. 

The council followed its police 
department recommendations and 
banned parking on one side of 
Lakeside Drive for its entirety.

acquisition of rights-of-way for perimeter road, and improvements in 
present roadways. Since the referendum, council has held public meet- 
mgs to discuss various features of the capital improvements approved, 
* s i( ini Lated architectural studies, and has obtained Federal approval 
of 1 open-space” grants for purchase of parkland. 

In other capital improvements, a $160,000 municipal service building 
south of Crescent rd. near Kenilworth Ave. and a $50,000 addition to 
the fire house were completed and readied for occupancy. 

Relations with Citizen Groups 

Council s relations with two citizen groups were rather strained. 
One group involved Springhill Lake residents who felt that they were be- 

given secondary consideration, especially with respect to voting priv¬ 
ileges. The climax came in January 1969 when council voted three (Smith, 
Hoix, arid Pilski) to two (White and Gough) to delay establishing a spe¬ 
cial polling place for Springhill Lake residents on grounds that need had 
not been demonstrated. Later, in June, after a special registration at 
Springhill Lake had produced 500 registrants, the council reversed itself 
by voting unanimously for such a polling place at the Springhill Lake 
Community House. 

, 0ther ^ oup was Lakeside Citizens Association, which 

felt that more city funds could be used to beautify the Greenbelt Lake 
and to provide and improve park and recreation facilities in that area 
Council insisted that the Lakeside area was getting its fair share but 
some of the citizens were not convinced. 

Other Action 

The council was not left untouched by events outside of Greenbelt 
such as the war on poverty and firearms control. It approved in Janu¬ 
ary 1968 a measure which would permit the Housing Authority of Prince 
Georges County to operate a leased housing program for low-income 
families with n Greenbelt city limits. GHI took advantage of this pro¬ 
gram to obtain Federal rent subsidies for certain of its Parkway apart- 
ment tenants. Council also approved in July 1969 a measure to allow a 
limited number of swimming pool passes to be granted to Greenbelt 
residents claiming hardship. 

T'k? council wavered on its attitude towards gun control legislation. 
At tenatl vely approved a measure which would require limited 

registration of guns, but when a mass rally turned out to express disap¬ 
proval, the council backed down and, on the final vote, only councilman 
Gough favored its passage.
